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- !  PREFACE 

The  Paul  reunions  began  in  1903  at  the  old  Philo  Paul  homestead,  near 
Lone  Pine,  then  occupied  by  John  A.  Paul.  A  movement  was  started  to  com¬ 
pile  a  history  of  the  Paul  descendants.  In  1912  a  booklet  of  20  pages  was 
printed,  containing  the  genealogy  that  had  been  gathered  by  that  time.  Xow 
in  1939  we  are  attempting  to  revise  and  add  to  that  list  such  additional 
history  as  we  have  been  able  to  collect,  and  make  such  changes  as  seem  to  us 
after  further  research,  to  be  correct. 

Some  of  the  branches  we  have  been  unable  to  revise  and  have  printed 
them  with  some  additions  as  they  were  in  the  first  edition;  hoping  to  be  able 
to  trace  them  farther  at  a  future  time,  or  that  they  may  be  a  starting  place 
for  those  who  have  descended  from  them.  The  Warricks,  as  recorded  in  the 
1912  edition,  we  find  are  descended  from  Elizabeth  Slaught,  sister  of  our 
ancestor  Hannah  Slaught,  hence  we  have  not  continued  them.  Also  the 
Hayner  family  were  descendants  of  Phillip  Slaught  Jr.,  brother  of  Hannah 
Slaught  Paul,  Will  Book,  Vol.  7,  Page  356,  so  discontinued  them. 

From  “The  Paul  Genealogy”  by  the  late  Edward  J.  Paul  of  Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Historical  Society,  Madison,  Wis¬ 
consin,  we  learn  that  Ann  Paul  married  Andrew  Sutton  and  Margaret  Paul 
married  John  Slaught.  Also  Deed  Book  7U,  Page  505,  Washington,  Penna., 
County  Court  House. 

To  trace  relationship,  numbers  and  letters  are  used.  Some  of  our  an¬ 
cestors  have  more  than  nine  children.  Where  there  are  double  numbers  we 
use  the  alphabet,  the  tenth  child  being  “A”  the  eleventh  “B”  etc.  thus,  12B, 
Philo  Paul,  who  was  the  eleventh  child  of  12;  William  Paul  who  was  the 
second  child  of  1,  James  Paul,  or  this,  12A,  William  Paul  was  the  tenth  child 
of  12  William  Paul,  who  was  the  second  child  of  1,  James  Paul.  In  this  way 
we  eliminate  the  hyphens  as  used  in  the  former  history 

We  have  placed  the  name  of  the  Head  of  the  preceding  generations  to  the 
third  or  fourth  generation  at  the  beginning  of  each  branch;  thus  -  1  James 
Paul  m:  Sarah  Huston;  12  William  Paul  in:  Hannah  Slaught  (Slack)  12b 
Philo  Paul  m:  Sarah  Hughes;  12b7  B.  Frank  Paul  b:  etc.  shows  that  B.  Frank 
Paul  was  the  son  of  Philo  Paul  who  was  the  son  of  William  Paul  who  was  the 
sen  of  James  Paul  ol  Ireland.

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EXTRACTS  FROM  A  LETTER  WRITTEN  TO  B.  F.  PAUL 
WASHINGTON,  PENNSYLVANIA 


In  1907  a  letter  from  F.  G.  Paul  who,  with  his  brother  Hugh  Paul,  was 
in  the  wholesale  grocery  business  in  Washington,  N.  C.  gave  the  following: 

In  1700  a  man  named  James  Paul,  an  Irishman,  left  his  native  country 
and  located  in  Scotland.  He  raised  a  family,  out  of  which  two  sons,  Zacheus 
and  James  came  to  this  country  sometime  between  1750  and  1775. 

Zacheus  settled  in  what  is  now  Pamplico  Co.,  in  the  eastern  part  of 
North  Carolina.  James  Paul  settled  somewhere  in  the  northern  states,  and 
I  never  heard  what  became  of  him. 

Zacheus  my  great  grandfather  raised  a  family  of  about  five  children,  in 
which  there  were  two  sons  named  Zacheus  and  James.  Zacheus  married  and 
raised  nine  children,  four  boys  and  five  girls.  The  boys  were:  William,  Jesse, 
David  and  John  Franklin.  They  all  married  and  raised  large  families,  from 
seven  to  twelve  children.  F.  G.  and  Hugh  Paul  are  sons  of  John  Franklin 
Paul. 

Strange  to  say,  all  the  offspring  of  my  great  grandfather,  as  far  as  I  know, 
are  still  living  within  fifty  miles  of  the  home  of  the  first  settler.  I  think  I 
could  give  the  names  of  at  least  three  hundred  living  offspring  ot  my  great 
grandfather. 

I  will  give  you  some  of  the  traits  of  character  that  are  peculiar  to  our 
Paul  family:  They  are  generally  honest  and  truthful,  none  are  very  wealthy 
and  no  paupers,  they  stand  well  in  their  community,  are  good  neighbors,  good 
husbands  and  fathers;  there  are  no  drunkards.  As  a  rule  they  are  cautious, 
not  quick  to  act  on  schemes  and  wildcat  speculations.  Most  of  them  incline 
to  the  free  will  Baptist  Church.  The  average  life  is  about  seventy  years.  (  Is 
Zacheus  Paul  a  brother  to  our  James  Paul?  ) 

HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

James  Paul  born  in  Ireland  married  Sarah  Huston  and  set  sail  in  February 
1770  for  America.  They  landed  in  May,  settling  in  New  Jersey.  He  was  a 
weaver  by  trade.  His  children  were  born  in  New  Jersey.  From  there  they  came 
to  Western  Pennsylvania  where  they  settled  and  many  of  their  descendants 
still  live  in  Washington  County.  A  number  have  gone  west  and  so  tar  as  we 
know  there  are  branches  of  the  family  m  many  of  the  states  both  east  and 
west.  It  is  interesting  to  know  that  the  first  James  Paul’s  father  was  one  of 
those  in  the  northern  part  of  Ireland  who  was  persecuted  with  the  Camp¬ 
bells  and  others  for  their  religious  views. 

James  Paul  and  wife  may  have  come  from  Kellswarer  congregation  ot 
the  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterian  Church  at  Balymoney  County,  Antrim.  1'hey 
had  four  children,  Ann,  William,  Saraband  Margaret.  James  Paul  served  as 
a  private  in  Captain  Howell’s  Co.  T  hird  Battallion,  Washington  County, 
Pennsylvania,  Militia,  War  of  the  Revolution.  He  died  in  178<>on  the  farm 
in  Amwell  Township.  A  copy  of  his  will  has  been  handed  down  and  is  now 
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framed  and  in  the  possession  of  Mary  and  Alice  Paul,  Washington,  Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

The  farm  mentioned  in  this  will  is  perhaps  a  tract  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty-five  acres  in  Amwell  Township,  about  one  mile  south-east  of  Amity  and 
was  formerly  known  as  “Townsend”,  Deed  Boole  I  -  Q,  Page  22.  On  July  9. 
1789,  his  widow  married  John  Reese,  as  we  learn  from  their  marriage  certifi¬ 
cate,  which  has  been  preserved  and  a  copy  of  which  follows: 

MARRIAGE  CERTIFICATE 

“This  may  certify  that  this  day  John  Reese  and  Sarah  Paul,  both  of  the 
Township  of  Amwell  and  County  of  Washington  and  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
were  joined  tegetherin  marriage  and  pronounced  lawful  husband  and  wife  by 
me,  David  Sutton,  Minister  of  the  Gospel  at  Bethlehem  Township. 

“As  witness  our  hands  this  ninth  day  of  July,  1789. 

In  the  presence  of  us. 

Joseph  Ginnings  Reese  Gaddis 

Prycilla  Gaddis  Thomas  Reese 

'  John  Reese  died  in  February  or  March,  1821  (Will  Book  Yol.  3,  Page  403). 
His  second  wife’s  son,  William  Paul  was  made  one  of  the  executors.  She  is  not 
mentioned  in  the  will,  so  she  probably  died  first. 

JAMES  PAUL’S  WILL 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen:  I,  James  Paul,  of  Washington  County,  being 
sick  and  weak,  but  of  perfect  mind  and  memory,  thanks  be  to  God,  but  call¬ 
ing  to  mind  that  it  is  appointed  for  all  men  once  for  to  die.  Do  make  this  my 
last  will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  following. 

“First  of  all.  I  do  commit  my  soul  to  God,  that  gave  it  to  me,  and  my 
body  to  the  earth  to  be  buried  in  a  Christian  like  manner,  by  my  executors 
here  after  named,  and  first  of  all  I  do  allow  all  my  debts,  which  I  have  law¬ 
fully  contracted,  to  be  paid.  And  likewise  my  funeral  expenses.  And  then  I 
do  leave  to  Sarah  Paul,  my  well  beloved  wife,  all  my  goods  and  chattels, 
moveable  and  immovable,  and  all  my  land,  to  such  time  as  my  son  William 
Paul  comes  of  age.  And  then  for  the  said  Sarah  Paul,  for  to  have  the  third  ot 
all  during  her  life.  But  at  her  decease,  for  her  third  of  all,  to  be  given  to  the 
said  William  Paul,  and  for  the  said  William  Paul,  and  the  executors,  hereafter 
appointed  by  me.  for  to  value  the  said  one  third  of  all.  and  to  divide 
it  equally  between  his  three  sisters  Ann  Paul.  Sarah  Paul  and  Margaret  Paul. 
And  it  so  be  that  it  would  please  God  for  the  said  William  Paul  tor  ro  die. 
that  then  all  the  land  and  effects  is  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  said 
sisters:  and  for  them  to  get  the  same  as  they  come  to  age,  and  I  do  appoint 
John  Reese  and  Sarah  Paul  ro  be  Executors  over  my  said  children,  and  that 
which  I  leave  to  them. 

And  then  being  read  before  me  I  do  enter  change  put  mv  hand  and  seal, 
and  with  my  right  mind  and  senses,  this  tenth  day  of  June  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  I78f>.
